Order Curtailment of Mail Handling in Dixon Area 


Mail delivery to and from Dixon 


is being curtailed for the second 
time in shortly over a month. 


Postmaster Rae Arnould said 


today restrictions have oeen 
clamped on virtually all types of - 
mail coming into and going out of 
the local office. These restrictions 
followed the railroad strike which 
is tying up mail delivery from 
vital rail hubs all over the country. 


No first class matter can be 


mailed which weighs over eight 
ounces if it must go through Chi- 
cago or St. Louis, no second class 
mail except newspapers and no 
third or fourth class matter. Ex- 
empted from the restrictions are 
medicine, drugs, surgical instru- 
ments and surgical dressings. 


Mail Piles Up 


Rail centers where mail is piling 


up include Washington, Philadel- 
phia, Trenton,., Jacksonville, .New 
York, Atlanta, Cleveland and Bal- 
timore besides Chicago and St. 
Louis. 


No restricted mail will be accep- 


ted if it( has to pass through one 
of these cities. However, mail for 
inside the city or letters and pack- 
ages for rural routes will be ac- 
cepted and delivered. 


Restriction List - 


A special provision of the re- 


striction list furnished today by 
the postmaster general forbids 
postoffices in Illinois or Florida 
from accepting mail for delivery 
outside their respective states and 
offices in other states will not ac- 
cept mail for delivery in Illinois or 
Florida. - 


According to Arnould the post- 


office will be swamped with mail 
as soon as the restrictions are 
lifted and sorting and delivering 
it may take some time. 


Similar restrictions were clamp- 


ed on mail acceptance and delivery 
here during the height of the 
Christmas rush when another rail- 
road strike tied up" the mam jail 
centers at Chicago and St. Louis.

WASHINGTON, 
(AP)—Presi- 


dent Truman today asked congress 
for a quick $10,000,000,000 tax in- 
crease and said he will ask still 
anothet increase later. 


In a message to the legislators, 


-Mr. Truman set out this program 
for raising the $10,000,000,000: 


1. A $4,000,000,000 increase in 


individual income taxes already 
scheduled to yield a record $28,- 
000,000,000 in the fiscal 
year 


starting July 1. 


2. A $8,000,000,000 increase 


in 
corporation taxes. These 


with excess profits taxes in- 
cluded, are scheduled to hit a 
record $20,000,000,000 next year. 


S. A $3,000,000,000 increase in 


excise (sales) taxes—to be "con- 
centrated upon less 
essential 


consumer goods." These taxes 
are estimated to yield $8,222,- 
000,000 next year, under present 
tax laws. 
The schedule outlined would 


mean a toted tax take of $64,200,- 
000,000. 


This is nearly a third more than 


the record collections of World 
War II when the take reached 
$43,000,000,000 in 1945.

WASHINGTON, (AP)—Senate 


Republicans today cold-shouldered 
a Democrat's angry demand that 
Senator McCarthy 
(R-Wis) be 


ousted from a committee which 
passes on funds for the state de- 
partment. 


Senator Benton. (D-Conn), for- 


merly an assistant secretary of 
state, lit into McCarthy yesterday 
in an unusually 
blunt 
senate 


speech. 


Benton called 
the Wisconsin 


lawmaker an "implacable and ir- 
responsible enemy" of the state 
department, a 
"ruthless propa- 


gandist" in the pattern of the 
Kremlin, and a libelcr. 


McCarthy was not present for 


Bcnton's speech. Later he issued 
a statement which alluded to Ben- 
ton as "this defender of the state 
department's Yalta 
crowd" who 


"squeals and beats his breast in 
agony because the day of judg- 
ment is at hand for the crimson 
clique in the state department." 


McCarthy stirred up a hot con- 


troversy last ypar with his charges 
that Communists and, fellow trav- 


elers had infiltrated the state de- 
partment—charges 
the 
depart 


ment denied. He repeatedly has 
demanded that Secretary of State 
Acheson be fired. 


Kangaroo Court 


"The senator from Wisconsin is 


to be the judge, jury and prosecu 
tor of the state department 
He 


becomes his own kangaroo court,' 
Benton declared. 


Benton called on 
"responsible 


leaders of the Republican party to 
re-examine this appointment," and 
he asked the GOP committee on 
committees to meet with him to 
discuss the matter. McCarthy is 
a member. 


Senator Butler (R-Neb), chair 


man of the assignment commit- 
tee, told a reporter the 
group 


would meet with Benton if he in 
sisted, "But I don't know of a 
thing he could tell 
of us that 


would change the appointment of 
Senator McCarthy." 


Said Senator Jenner of Indiana:

vice from Benton."

A-Bomb Blast, 
Like 'Quake, 
Rocks West 
Fourth in Series 
Of Tests Felt 
In 400-Mile Area 


LAS VEGAS, (AP)—The fourth 


atomic test blast of the week— 
and possibly the heaviest—rocked 
Las Vegas today with the force 
of an earthquake. 


It ahattered a glass window in 


a downtown department store and 
brought a flood of calls 
from 


alarmed citizens to police. 


One observer on a downtown 
street said: 


"Windows in the 
big stores 


bulged in and out like balloons. 
I thought they were all going to 
go." 


Noontime Brilliance 


It was'the first damage report- 


ed here in the series of shocks. 


The flash lit up the "pre-dawn 


sky with noontime brilliance and 
was visible in a radius of more 
than 400 miles throughout the 
west It was reported seen as far 
away as the San Francisco bay 
area. 


Brilliance of the light and the 


force of 
the 
explosion, which 


rocked downtown buildings, touch- 
ed off new speculation about what 
the Atomic Energy commission is 
testing at its big new range in 
the desolate desert northwest of 
here. 


But AEC spokesmen 
had no 


comment on today's test—not even 
confirming an hour 
afterwards 


that it had occurred.

teats have been confirmed quickly.

with stiff, jolting punches. 


It took the concussion six min- 


utes to reach here, after a bril- 
liant orange-yellow flash lit the 
northwestern skies, etching build- 
ings in this gambling resort town 
and the mountains-which ring it. 


The flash was timed at 7:49 


a. m. CST. 


Presumably the test was wit- 


nessed by some of the nation's 
highest civilian atomic and mili- 
tary brass.

Trial Here for 
Store Stickup 


Robert Strunk jr., 22, who was 


sentenced to 20-to-45 years im- 
prisonment here for a J600 armed 
robbery of Murphy's Market last 
October, was granted,a new trial

Strunk then withdrew his guilty 
plea and pleaded not guilty to the 
original robbery charge.

Appeasement Can Never Satisfy 


Tyrant's Appetite 


Those who remember well how futile appeasement 


proved to be in staving off World War H find it hard to 
understand the eagerness of today's appeasers. 


Both in Europe and Asia there are sincere men who hon- 


estly believe that the way to meet Communist aggression is 
to make concessions to it. The idea, of course, is that if you 
give the Reds what they say they want, then you'll stop 
bothering the world and we can all have a secure peace. 


The supreme fallacy in this view is that Communists, 


like any other tyrannical group bent on general conquest, 
never stop wanting things. Their appetite can't be satisfied 
until they have swallowed the globe. 


When Hitler got what he supposedly wanted at Munich— 


the German Sudetenland region of Czechoslovakia—he gen- 
ially announced to the world that he had "no further terri- 
torial ambitions." 
fA. few months later his armies marched 


into Prague, and soon he was knocking at Poland's door. Had 
he gained Poland without a fight, there would have been 
some new demand by the Nazis upon the free world.

- at a time. Perhaps only the precipitate haste of his time 
, schedule alarmed the democracies to the point where they 
determined to support resistance to further aggression in 
-1939.

Hitler conceived his scheme of bloodless invasion with a 


- cynical calculation. It was his belief that if an aggressor 
' did not demand too much at once, concession to his demand 
* might seem reasonable and just. 


But as each succeeding demand was granted—for the 


same reason—there would, he felt, be less and less point in 
, holding out against the aggressor. The appeaser, having 
• yielded so much, could not see the sense of turning about 
. and resisting fresh demands.- He would ask himself: "Why 
stand here, at Phase 3, when we did not stand at Phase 2?" 


The men in the Kremlin have studied Hitler's methods 


they practice them better than he did. People who 
. believe these men would be satisfied by a single series of 
* concessions don't understand the workings of the totalitarian 
mind. 


; 
Any lull gained by concessions to Stalin or Mao would be 


only temporary—until they considered the movement right 


" to seek new advances. Blackmailers are not by nature a 
charitable breed; they do not take pity on their victims and 
let them rest. 


One can sympathize with the war weariness and fear 


which dictate an appeasing mood in some places. But there 
can be no sympathy for appeasement that is based on ignor- 
ance of history. And in the end, if the free world is to save 
itself, that mood must everywhere give way to a resolve not 
to be hoodwinked again by the tyrants who now confront us.

"provoked" the Chinese Reds to attack UN forces in Korea: 


American military leaders in Washington are reportedly 


convinced that Communist China, not Russia, actually 
mounted the first North Korean offensive against South 
Korea last June 25. They believe that implicit in this staging 
effort was the Chinese intention to intervene against the west 
as soon as it was clear the North Koreans had failed.

Here's an interesting question 


from one of my readers that deals 
with using up all your cards for 
an initial meld. 


Q—The discard pile contained 


10 cards, and it was my turn to 
play. 
I held four kings, four 


queens, and three jacks. The card 
at the top of the discard pile was 
a jack. To make the initial meld 
of 120 points I had to put down 
my entire hand; and I also had to 
count the top card of the discard 
pile. The opponents said my meld 
was not possible; that I could not 
put down my entire hand for meld 
unless I could meld out 
Were 


they right? 


A—No. Yon are allowed to put 


down your entire hand for a meld 
when yon are not going out, pro- 
vided that after taking the discard 
pile yon will be able to make a 
discard and will still have at least 
one card left in your hand. In this 
case yon would get a discard pile 
of ten cards. Yon would meld one 
of those ten cards (the Jack), dis- 
card one, and still have eight cards 
left. 
* * * 


Q—Can a player meld four black 


threes and three wild cards and 
count the meld as a canasta? 


A—No. There Is no such thing 


as a canasta of black threes. 
* * * 


Q—My side had no canasta, and 


I was down to one card—a queen. 
I drew a deuce and melded it, but 
then could not discard since we 
still have no canasta. Was it 
proper for me to say "pass" and 
thus avoid discarding? 


A—No. Until a hand comes to 


an end, each player must make a 
discard at 
Ms turn. Yon are 


never allowed to skip that discard, 
and it doesn't help yon to say 
"pass" or to knock on the.table. 
You jnst have to make the dis- 
card. In the situation described, 
the player cannot meld the deuce 
because that would leave 
him 


without a discard. The player 
must discard either the deuce or 
the queen (as he chooses), and he 
keeps the other card in his hand.

Q—I held the following cards: 


Joker-2-2-Q-Q-Q-9-8-5-4-A. If the 
top card of the discard p«e is 
a queen, can I put down my three 
queens and my three wild cards 
to take the queen and make the 
required count of 120 points? 


A—Yes; that would be a per- 


fectly legal meld. It would »* 
be a desirable play If the discard 


Here New.'

tion to the queen. Otherwise you 
would be left with only four odd 
cards, and the opponents would 
almost sorely win control of the 
discard pile. 


The more cards in the discard 


pile, the more desirable It would 
be to meld that canasta of queens. 
If the* pile consisted of merely 
that one queen, the best procedure 
is to skip it and wait for a better 
chance to meld.

a discard pile that consists of 
only one card? 


A—Yes. Ton may (If yon wlsn) 


take a discard pile of one card 
provided that your own hand con- 
sists of more than one card. How- 
ever, yon cannot take a one-card 
pile when your hand is down to 
only one card.

Q—Are you ever allowed to 


take the .discard pile when you have 
only one card in your hand? 


A—Yes. Provided that the dis-

LONDON, (AP)—Britons yelled 


"crisis" today. 
But they 
were 


thinking about coal—not war. 


A worsening coal shortage — 


500,000 tons more are being burn- 
ed than are being dug each week 
—threatens an industrial break- 
down that would undermine Brit- 
ain's rearmament program. Many 
fear a recurrence of the coal crisis 
which in the 
winter of 1946-47 


closed factories and threw nearly 
3,000,000 men out of work. 


Trying to stretch fast dwind- 


ling coal stocks, the Socialist gov- 
ernment ordered a 15 per cent cut 
in coal deliveries to industry— in- 
cluding defense plants and key ex- 
port factories. 


The government, which runs the 


nationalized mines, also 
boostec 


the price of coal by five per cent 
and warned some power plants 
they may have to shut down un 
less they get more coal soon. Ear
